“THE CATTARIAN” 

In writing of cat magazines (July °49 
CATS “History of the American Cat 
Fancy”) you omitted any reference to 
an excellent little periodical which 
lasted for some five years at least. 
Originally I think it was called the 
“Fortnightly Cattarian;” after a few 
issues it became a monthly under the 
name of “The Cattarian.” The editor 
and publisher was Mrs. S. Hazen Bond 
(Mabel Cornish Bond) and somewhere 
in the ragbag that I use as a memory, 
I have the address: Washington, D. C. 

The Cattarian was printed on coated 
paper with clear type and excellent il- 
lustrations. There were articles on 
diseases, general care and kennel man- 
agement. Mrs. Bond also organized a 
registry and stud’book, The National 
Studbook. My cats were registered in 
it while I was in the Fancy. The stud- 
book listings were printed in the Cat- 
tarian. My impression is that it was 
current from about 1903 to 1907 or 
1908.

Alice Graydon 
editor of OUR CATS MAGAZINE and 
Charles A. Kenny, publisher and editor 
of CATS MAGAZINE formally an- 
nounce the merger of their respective 
publications effective with this, the 
October 1949 issue of CATS MAGA- 
ZINE. 

Subscribers to CATS MAGAZINE 
must not be confused with the English 
periodical, OUR CATS, published by 
Mr. Arthur Cowlishaw of London, 
which has been advertised in these 
pages in recent months, and which 
made its world-wide debut in January 
1949. 

The merger of OUR CATS with 
CATS MAGAZINE would have been 
effected in November 1948 except for 
the sudden serious illness of Alice 
Graydon Phillips and the transfer of 
CATS MAGAZINE from Utica, N. Y. 
to permanent offices in Pittsburgh, 
Pa. Negotiations were suspended until 
Miss Phillips regained her health, and 
Cats Magazine had, in turn, established 
itself in its Pittsburgh location. 

The consolidation of the two cat 
magazines into the only periodical of 
its kind in America, results in Alice 
Graydon Phillips assuming the posi- 
tion of contributing editor and Pacific 
Coast representative, with headquar- 
ters in San Francisco. 

Miss Phillips, nationally famous as 
an authority on the activities of the 
American Cat Fancy for many years, 
is known for her intimate writings of 
the doings of catdom. She has recog- 
nized ability and understanding of the 
breeding of pedigree cats, specializing 
in Smokes, and is experienced in judg- 
ing and staging successful exhibitions. 
She has officiated from coast to coast, 
as well as in Hawaii and Canada, and 
at present is a member of the ap- 
proved list of the C. F. A. 

Alice Graydon Phillips founded OUR 
CATS MAGAZINE in December 1938 


Phillips, owner andin San Francisco, and later transfer- 


red it to New York, where it was pub- 
lished until her health forced ‘her to 
return to California. Upon release from 
the hospital early this summer, Miss 
Phillips and Charles A. Kenny resumed 
negotiations for the merger which was 
completed by written agreement on 
July 9. 

Original announcement of the merg- 
er was made simultaneously in Aug- 
ust at the Minnesota Centennial Cat 
Show at St. Paul; at Los Angeles by 
Miss Phillips; and in Harrisburg, Pa., 
by Mr. Kenny.

WINNIE PORTER LOSES HOME IN FIRE; 
CATS SAVED BUT TROPHIES IN ASHES 


Winifred Porter, 4306 Downs, New 
Orleans, La., nationally known breeder 
and exhibitor of foreign and domestic 
short hairs, lost her home as it was 
swept by fire on August 10. The house, 
lecated in the Metaire section of New 
Orleans was completely demolished 
including ribbons, trophies, badges and 
pedigree papers. She listed her 
at nearly $12,000.

“I saved three cats and a dog in the 
house with me at the time,” she said, 
“but everything else went up in smoke 
including my glasses and false teeth.” 
All her other cats, quartered in a sep- 
arate building in the rear of the 
plemises were saved. 

Miss Porter was sleeping on a side 
porch when the blaze was discovered 
at three in the morning, when she was 


awakened by the cracking of the 
flames within. 

“When I saw the flames glaring from 
the windows, I opened the cages on 
the porch and shooed them into the 


woods,” she wrote CATS MAGAZINE. 
She tried to enter the house, but the 
fire drove her back. She quickly 1e- 
leased the cages holding the cats in 
the small cattery in the rear. 

Aside from her sleeping garments 
and the cats, all her personal proper- 
ty was destroyed. She had moved to 
the Downs Street dwelling a year ago. 
Although she has received offers of 
shelter until her house is rebuilt, she 
prefers living in a large shed adjoining 
the cat pens where she has a freezer 
and a washing machine. 

“I had a similar fire in 1943 and soon 
after I moved out here last September, 
my lot was flooded for five weeks by a 
hurricane. Then I was told my home 
was over my property line and it had 
to be moved,” she revealed. 


Miss Porter has been active in the 
breeding and showing of cats for 


more than 15 years specializing in 
Siamese, Burmese, Abys and Manx as 
well as the domestic short hair varie- 
ty. She values her loss of trophies and 
ribbons at $5500. 

She has won several All Southern 
rankings with her cats, and twice has

scored with All-American manx. In 
1947 her orange-eye white female 
manx, Jade of the Fa:m was named to 
the All-American list, and last year 
The Farm’s Boo Tu, a blue-eye white 
female manx, earned the ranking.

HISTORY OF THE AMERICAN CAT FANCY 


PART 9 — THE MAINE CATS 
BY CHARLES A. KENNY 


(Copyright 1949, by Charles A. Kenny. Must not be reprinted or quoted without written permission.) 


Although little information is avail- 
able concerning cat shows in the 
United States prior to 1895, neverthe- 
less it is known that exhibitions were 
held as early as the 1860's, and for the 
most part were centered in the State 
of Maine. 

The fact that Maine was the site for 
these early shows is due, no doubt, to 
the famous Maine cats, now little more 
than a paragraph mention in the ma- 
jority of cat books of today. Certainly 
they have passed out of the picture as 
far as the Cat Fancy is concerned. 

But America at one time did have 
Maine Cats and they commanded an 
influence over their owners that result- 
ed in exhibitions and considerable in- 
terest. Therefore, it is understood why 
the first American cat shows were for 
a long time a feature peculiar to Maine 
alone. Not until several years later did 
the idea of a cat show extend to in- 
terested individuals to the south, in 
the confines of Boston, New York and 
Philadelphia. 

In order to stage a cat show, there 
must be enthusiasm among cat owners, 
and above all, cats. Maine had its cats, 
long-haired felines that were a part of 
every hamlet dwelling, farmstead, 
store and office building. 

Maine natives prided themselves for 
their cats. They were better than any 
cats found anywhere in the world, they 
maintained; they were just a little bet- 
ter cat, a little bigger cat and a little 
smarter cat. 

The Maine Cats had their origin as 


a result of “importation” from lands 
afar by the seafaring folk of Maine, 
and in much the same manner that 


England obtained its original felines. 
They had come from all parts of the 
world on trading vessels. There were 
solid colors and tabbies, They sailed 
the seas with the famed Maine ships 
and were brought home to the wives, 
relatives and friends of the sailors. 
The imports became “native” animals 
and many settled down or wended 
their ways inland. In due course, na- 
ture provided them with protective 
coats to endure the rugged winters. 
Their constant attachment to the 
households enabled them to build to 
strong, powerful animals and a pleas- 
ure to their owners. 

But the cats intermingled with each 
other irregardless of color lines, and as 
a result the offspring showed mixed 
coloration, often marked with white. 

The Maine Cats were found in all 
the solid colors—white, black, blue 
and red or orange, as well as tabby. 

In an article on Maine Cats written 
by Mrs. E. R. Pierce and published in 
1902, the author discusses the color 
classifications and reveals that there 
were relatively few smokes—“about 
one in every 200 cats seen.” The silvers 
are not common,” she reveals, but the 
strong (solid) colors predominate and 


are “well divided and distributed along 
the coast and for quite a distance back, 
perhaps sixty miles or more.” 

Of course this article was written 
more than 45 years ago and could not 
hold true of conditions today. 

From an early source a story exists 
wherein on a tiny island some distance 
from the rocky coast of Maine, there 
resided three families, each of which 
was blessed with beautiful white cats 
with “heavenly-blue” eyes. The story 
goes that no other cats ever arrived on 
the island. The story-teller, a sports- 
man who spent his summer vacation 
fishing off the Maine Coast, was an 
eye witness to these wonderful white 
Maine Cats but refused to divulge the 
name of the isle, or if nameless, where 
it might have been located. Later, he 
returned to the island to obtain several 
of these white specimens, but alas he 
was disappointed to learn that all had 
died from some unexplained malady 
the year before. 

Mrs. E. R. Pierce, one of the found- 
ers of the American Cat Fancy and an 
authority on Maine Cats, who was 
born and lived in Maine for a great 
many years before moving to Detroit, 
is believed to be the first cat fancier 
in America, utilizing for her founda- 
tion stock, white and brown tabby 
Maine Cats. 

She made a scientific study of the 
breeding, raising and care of cats and 
was exhibitor at the early Maine exhi- 
bitions. It was her neutered brown 
tabby, Cosie, that won the title of Best 
Cat in the first “official” show held in 
America at New York’s Madison 
Square Garden on May 8, 1895. 

Mrs. Pierce had many other fine 
brown tabbies including King Max, a 
male, who won consistently in Boston 
in 1897, 1898 and 1899. Donald, a son 
of King Max, won over his sire in 
Boston in 1900. Other fine brown tab- 
bies were Prince Rupert and Maxine, 
whose Young Hamlet was their off- 
spring, and was a standout in the 
various exhibitions at the turn of the 
century. 

Among her whites were two males, 
oddly enough called Dot and Baba. Dot 
compiled a great record and was Best 
Cat at a show in Bangor, Maine, de- 
feating the famed Richelieu, the silver 
tabby, owned by a Mr. Robinson of 
Bangor. Richelieu was usually “the 
cat to beat” at the shows prior to 
1895. 

Another outstanding white was the 
orange-eye male, Swampscott, who cre- 
ated a sensation at the first Beresford 
Cat Show in Chicago in 1900. 

In the blue classification of Maine 
Cats, Patrique, a male, which won in 
his class in the New York show of 1896, 
was a well known performer. Another 
fine specimen was a male cream named 
Petronius. 


Two blacks which struck the fancy 
of many exhibitors in the Eastern and 
Midwestern show rings was Midnight, 
a male, a class winner in Chicago and 
Cincinnati in 1901; and a neuter named 
Antonio. 

Mrs. Helena Mix, who resided in up- 
state New York, and credited as one 
of the founders of the American Cat 
Fancy, specialized in tortoiseshells, her 
foundation stock being of the Maine 
variety. Her best tortie breeders were 
Imogene and Daisy Maid. 

But soon after the turn of the cen- 
tury, the Maine Cats popularity began 
to wane, and before 1904, they were 
eliminated from the shows, almost en- 
tirely. The fashion appeared to be the 
displaying of imports with pedigrees 
of great length. Unless a cat boasted of 
a lengthy ancestral background, the 
judges ignored it as being worthy of 
consideration, A standard meant noth- 
ing unless the cat was a descendant of 
an English show specimen. This con- 
dition is best illustrated in an article

MAINE CATS STARTED CAT SHOWS IN AMERICA 


written by Mrs. Dorothy B. Champion, 
who settled in America, after a highly 
successful career with cats in the Eng- 
lish show rings. Mrs. Champion, who 


later became secretary of the Cat 
Fanciers Federation and _ published 
“Everybody’s Cat Book,” wrote, “I 


well remember seeing, when first com- 
ing to this country (United States), a 
second prize-winner at a show, which 
I thought might easily have won. When 
inquiring of the judge why it did not, 
he remarked, ‘It is only a Maine eat, 
and the first prize-winner has just been 
imported from England.’ ”’ 

The popularity of the Maine Cats 
also became subdued no doubt because 
they failed to thrive in warmer cli- 
mates. Mrs. Champion points out that 
these cats were reared in the wild con- 
dition in which they were kept on the 
farms in Maine, and that the offsprings 
quickly died when kept in confinement, 
either from fright or distemper, from 
the latter because they quickly con- 
tracted colds and infectious disease. 

Mrs. Pierce points out that “cool cli- 
mate and long winters, with clean air 
full of ozone,” is what developed the 
Maine Cats best qualities. She imparts 
the information also that “I have had 
experience with imported and kennel- 
bred cats and from time to time had 
opportunities of seeing the best we 
have in our shows, and I fully believe 
that cats that have their freedom, as 
most Maine Cats have for the greater 
part of their lives, are healthier than 
kennel cats can be.” 

However, the Maine Cats are now a 


pet and a show cat of the past. They 
had their day, but the part they played 
in the founding of the American Cat 
Fancy was truly great irregardless of 
the fact that their pedigree papers 
were abbreviated and they were looked 
upon with scorn by the judges of the 
early championship exhibitions. 

One of the early cat shows staged 
in Boston took place on June 4, 1891 at 
131 Tremont Street, and sponsored by 
the Boston Cat Breeders Association 
of which a Mrs, H. Edmunds was the 
secretary. 

It must be assumed that the show 
attracted for the most part, Maine 
cats, although there may have been a 
sprinkling of short haired varieties as 
well. A display advertisement in an 
unidentified Boston newspaper an- 
nounces that a “grand sweepstakes” 
prize for the “Best Cat of All” would 
be a “lady’s elegant gold watch.” 

To furnish an idea of what com- 
prised the features of a cat show of 
that period, one need only glance down 
the list of prize awards in the adver- 
tising display of the show. Here is the 
list: 


For the largest cat—l1st prize: a 
beautiful oil painting; 2nd prize: a 
medal. 


For the smallest cat 
satin lined cat basket; 
medal. 

For the handsomest cat—lst prize: 
a silver cup; 2nd prize, a medal. 

For the homeliest cat—lst prize: 
a silver mug; 2nd prize: a medal.

For the oldest cat—1st prize: a hand- 
some cat mat; 2nd prize: a medal. 

For the best trick cat—IAst prize: an 
elegant silver cup: 2nd prize: a medal. 

For the most curious freak cat—Ist 
prize: a handsome collar with name 
engraved; 2nd prize: a medal. 

The advertising states that six addi- 
tional prizes would be awarded by the 
judges. Only cats in perfect health 
would be permitted to enter the show 
room, which had the necessary “sani- 
tary arrangements” and “perfect ven- 
tilation.” 

It was also announced that “all cats 
would be under the personal care and 
supervision of Mrs, O. Borris of the 
Famous Cat Boarding School on Wren 
St., Boston Highlands.” 

Owners were instructed to “please 
state which prize or class your entry is 
for, also what special care and food 
your cat or cats are accustomed to.” 

No mention is made of an entry fee, 
but the closing date for entries was 
three days prior to the big event. 








ENGLISH JUDGES WILL OFFICIATE AT NEW YORK SHOWS 


English judges will officiate at cat 
shows to be held in New York this 
season. 

Mr. Brian Stirling-Webb, well known 
Siamese breeder and exhibitor of Sur- 
rey, England, and treasurer of the 
Siamese Cat Society of England, has 
been engaged to judge the National 
Siamese Cat Club Specialty held in 
conjunction with the annual exhibition 
of the Empire Cat Club in New York 
City, December 8-9. 

Mrs. Joan Thompson of Becken- 
ham, England, who judged the Paris 
Cat Club show last May, will officiate 
at the Atlantic Cat Club all breed ex- 
hibition in New York City, January 
12-13. 

Stirling-Webb will be the third Eng- 
lish judge to work an American cat 
show, and the first to handle an Am- 
erican specialty exhibit. 

On February 4-5-6, 1908, Louis Wain, 
the eminent English artist and leader 
of the English Cat Fancy, judged the 
Beresford Cat Club show at Chicago, 
and selected as Best Cat, a seal point 
Siamese, Lockhaven Elsa, owned by 
Mrs. Clinton Locke, The selection as- 
tounded the cat fancy, since it was the 
first time that a short hair cat had 


ever been judged “best” in an All- 
Breed exhibition.

BLUE PERSIAN FEMALE 
OF ARLINGTON, VIRGINIA 
WINS THIRD ANNUAL TITLE 


Grand Champion Dixi-Land’s Felice of Nor-Mont, a 
Blue Persian female, owned by Mrs. Merald C. Hoag of 
Arlington, Virginia is the 1949 Cat of the Year. 

The award is made on the basis of total points scored 
by means of a mathematical system applied to the results 
of every sanctioned exhibition held on the North American 
Continent. These shows were staged from August 1948 to 
and including the final events held in February 1949. 

Felice is the third annual selection that was originally 
launched in 1947, and scored more points than any of the 
1949 All-America cats that made the 1949 rankings. She is 
the third consecutive Blue Persian to win the top ranking 
feline title in America, but the first of her sex to ascend 
to the lofty pinnacle. She scored more points than either 
of her two predecessors, accumulating a total of nearly 450 
points (in round figures). 

The 1949 Cat of the Year was bred by Mrs. John 
Revington of Bristol, Tenn., who last year won the 1948 
award with her Grand Champion, Dixi-Land’s Pearl Har- 
bor Yank, the Blue male, since retired. Felice was whelped 
in August 1947. 

Felice was sired by Grand Champion Dixi-Land’s Sa- 
lute (Imp.), out of Dixi-Land’s Felicity, a daughter of Double 
Grand Champion Glen Echo September Sunshine of Dun- 
esk (Imp.). She was winner of the annual C. F, A. Best Cat 
Award for being “tops” in show six times during the sea- 
son under sanctioned exhibitions of that association. Her 
predecessor, Yank, won the same award in 1948. 

She was judged Best Cat at North Shore Cat Club, 
Chicago; Milwaukee (Wis.) Cat Club; Cleveland Persian 
Society; Miami (Fla.) Cat Fanciers; St. Petersburg 
(Fla.) Cat Club; Buffalo Cat Club; and Colorado Cat Fan- 
ciers, Denver. 

When the All-America Cat of the Year awards were 
announced in 1947, Champion Wimauma Masterpiece of 
Chalsu, a Blue male, owned by Charles Victor of Holly- 
wood, California was the winner. 

Masterpiece is still active and carried off Best Cat 
award in the annual California Cat Club show, as well as 
in the Solid Color Specialty event staged in conjunction 
with it. 

Grand Champion Dixi-Land’s Felice of Nor-Mont is not 
new during the past two years in the sectional and All 
America competition. In 1948 she won All Southern and

All American titles, and repeated this year. Last year she 
earned her position on the honor roll by winning Best Cat 
on three occasions, taking over Best in the Show at the 
Milwaukee All-Breed and Solid Color Specialty, and at 
Norfolk, Virginia. She made her championship and eight 
grand championship points in her first season of competi- 
tion.

NATIONAL CAT WEEK 


In January 1945, Charles A. Kenny, 
publisher of Cats Magazine, hit upon 
an idea. He had just unveiled Volume 
I, Number 1 of his publication, and was 
casting about for interest-building fea- 
tures for the future. 

He was an avid reader of the dog 
magazines, since he believed that he 
could uncork some valuable material 
from such publications to incorporate 
in his new feline periodical. 

With the experience of sports writ- 
ing in Washington, D. C. and college 
football press-agenting in Pittsburgh, 
Kenny felt confident that he could 
build up attractive features, which in 
time would stabilize his publication. 

Thus it was that he read Will Judy’s 
Dog World Magazine about the plans 
for the 1945 National Dog Week. Why 
not a National Cat Week?, Kenny ask- 
ed himself as he read over the dog 
week publicity. 

And so National Cat Week was 
launched. Kenny lost little time with 
it. The February issue was completed 
and ready for the presses. All copy 
was in, and he turned to the con- 
tents for March's number. It was then 
that he made his formal announcement 
that his readers and The Cat would 
have a grand and glorious cat week to 
be held annually and to be started im- 
mediately. 

He decided to hold the week in No- 
vember, when the cat show season was 
at its height. So he selected the final 
week of the month—November 25 to 
and including December 1, inclusive. 

Ideas concerning the week and the 
best way to publicize it fomented in 
his mind. Finally, he came up with 
the idea of small poster seals to be 
used by his readers, carrying the slo- 
gan “1945 National Cat Week—Appre- 
ciation and Understanding” and the 
dates, For a while he toyed with the 
idea of distributing the seals with the 
advertising of Cats Magazine on the 
reverse. However he figured that such 
advertising would be detrimental to 
the cause and decided to eliminate it 
and sell the poster stamps to the 
public. If they were interested in cats 
they would buy the seals. Besides if 
the advertising of the magazine was 
printed on the gummed side of the 
seal, it would be covered up and the 
message lost. So he dispensed with 
the advertising entirely and set out to 
make the project dedicated entirely to 
The Cat. 

He cast around for a design and 
decided upon using the photo on the

cover of his February issue. This was 
a picture of a domestic shorthair own- 
ed by Mrs. Dorothy L. Walther of Nar- 
berth, Pa. The cat was unusual in 
that she was born on the island of 
Aruba in the Netherland West Indies. 
Mrs. Walther called her “Kitty,” and 
exhibited her in Philadelphia and New 
York that year, creating considerable 
interest. 


The Cat Week seals were sold 


through the magazine for $1.00 a hun- 
dred and included official membership. 
To stimulate the sale of the stamps,

Army in 1947. Young Newton contact- 
ed him and made arrangements that 
National Cat Week as it was being 
promoted should be conducted under 
the management of Newton and a 
group of cat lovers in Ohio. This was 
agreeable to Kenny who recommended 
that the organization be incorporated 
and that National Cat Week would, in 
no way, be commercialized by the ex- 
ploitation of an individual or group, 
and that any profits realized, be used 
in the purchase of and distribution of 
an individual or group, and that any 
profits realized, be used in the pur- 
chase of and distribution of education- 
al literature for the benefit of the gen- 
eral public. 

In 1947, Newton made considerable 
headway in National Cat Week. Bas- 
com N. Timmons, prominent Washing- 
ton newspaper correspondent, long in- 


terested in cats, was named national 
honorary chairman. Prominent per- 
sonalities endorsed the activity and 


cat clubs rallied to the celebration. 
The event was unofficially endorsed 
by the Department of Commerce, and 
listed in that agency’s official publica- 
tion devoted to the outstanding dates 
of the year in America. 

In 1948 National Cat Week had for 
its honorary national chairman, Drew 
Pearson, the well known radio com- 
mentator and newspaper correspon- 
dent. For the first time tangible evi- 
dence of the worth of the celebration

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“If your cat or dog scratches, don’t 
be too quick to blame fleas, mange or 
diet. Two to one, it’s Fungitch.” 


That is the advice of Brookfield Lab- 
oratories based on the work of Dr.
